EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1 and 13 are allowed. 

With respect to independent claim 1, the prior art does not disclose, in the claimed 
environment, a supporting component designed to contact a support structure such that the 
contact moves the support structure, results in the compression of a spring, and allows the 
supporting component to position a sensing device operably close to microreactors mounted in or 
on a tray. The Sheppard Jr., Bachur Jr. and Smethers references each disclose the use of 
supporting components designed to hold a sensing device and support structures comprising 
actuating devices. However, the prior art does not teach that contact between the supporting 
components and the support structure results in the compression of at least one spring as the 
sensing device is moved close to the microreactors.
